As the 76-year-old wartime lead- 


er's suggestions were being made, 
a British treasury official said his 
government will ask — tor thc first 
time in 11 months — for .fresh dol- 
lar aid.

Oil Experts 
Advise U. S. 
to Prepare 


Washington, Nov. 10 (/I 
1) — Oil 


experts have assured this govern- 
ment thaV it's entirely possible ~ 
and may be wise — to store large 
quantities of petroleum products 
including liquified petroleum gases, 
in giant underground caverns. 


Such storage, the national petro- 


leum council says in a report pre- 
pared for iho 
department of In- 


tcrior, 
would 
protect petroleum 


supplies from possible enemy 
al- 


lack. and iifford considerable sav- 
ings in manpower and steel normal- 
ly used in preparing tanks 
above 


ground. 


Both manpower and sleel are of 


vital concern to defense planners 
in the present emergency. 


The 
interior 
department 
had 


asked the petroleum 
council 
to 


make a study of the possibility of 
development of 
100,000,000 barrels 


of underground storage capacity in 
or near largo market areas. 


The council, in 
its newly-com- 


pleted report, said thai salt forma- 
tions offer the greatesl possibilities 
for use because drlificial caverns 
can be made in such formations 
by pumping in fresh water 
and 


awing Off tnt. resulting brine. 
The report contained maps show- 


ing vast underground salt beds in 
northwestern Texas, eastern New 
Mexico, Oklahoma, Kansas, Michi- 
gan, northeastern Ohio, 
northern 


West Virgina, western Pennsylva- 
nia and southwestern New York, 
and salt domes in Texas, Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi and Alabama. 


"These formations uro 
reason- 


ably close to areas of large (oil) 
consumption," the council said. H 
added that "an incomplete survey 
of salt mining companies indicates 
that 
a 
considerable 
amount of 


.storage might be made available 
by merely 
rchubililulint; 
existing 


chambers." 


Thc council said it would make 


further studies of other types of 
storage, such as natural caverns, 
mines and shale formations. 


Thc report estimated that storage 


of mo.000,000 barrels in 100 wells 
would require .0046 man-hours and 
4.0 pounds of steel per 
barrel, 


and would cost 11 cents a barrel. 


Thc comparative costs for: 
Above-ground storage at atmos- 


pheric conditions —.0535 man-hours 
(i pounds of steel, and $1.18 
per 


barrel. 


Above-ground, storage under pres- 


sure — 7,2 man-hours, 110 pounds 
of steel, and $20 per barrel.
